' A notice  inseried  in  tlie  British  Columbia  Gazette, 
and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect 
ed,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
tlien  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  District  in 
which  a newspajicr  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  lea.st  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition. 

Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge  is 
presented  to  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intend-
